There Is a little club Composed ot 
half a doien substantial men. all lov- 
ers of sea food, that owns a comfort- 
able buuRalow In a pleasant spot on 
the Long Island shore, in which its 
members meet oicisionally to eat a 
sea food dinner. They do their own 
cooking and they ari> all rooiI cooks, 
Willi one or another of them notably 
able in some spe cially. One is partic- 
ularly good on chowder, others on fish 
and still others on eels. This club 
assembled in the bungalow lately for 
an eel dinner and inoldentally for an 
eel eating eoataat 

Among flshermen acquainted with 

(he "'el In every as'iect and among eel 
lovi rs K'Mi. 'rally he is considi'red an a 
qualified '^el eater who can eat hlii 
own length In eels. )iut of course no 
man could eat his own length of big 
eels; the eels for such a test musf. 
not be more than half an inch In dl> 
ameter, which Is the standard slse for 
eels to be eaten in eel eating con- 
tests. Such is also the sise eel that 
eal lovars find most a g ra s aMa to the 
Usta. 

ror this particular eceasloa the club 
commissioned an eel fisherman to 
gather eels in suftlcient quantity apd 
also those that should fill the require- 
ments, being not more than half an 
inch in diameter and of uolform size. 
It took th^^ fisherman throe days to do 
this, though of course in that time 
he gathered also many larger eels 
which he could market. Thf eels for 
the club he selected by sifting his 
catch through a atava with a haK^nch 
mesb. 

Tha olub'a eooklng equipment In- 
cludea two big frying pans 18 Inches 

in diameter. Two members sat down 

before the fire with these big frying 
puns and fried eels, which were kept 
hot In an over, and wh^n the eelp 
were all ready the club began to <»at. 
In pie eating and some other similar 
contests there is usually set a time 
limit, the winner being the man who 
eats tho greatest number of pies in 
a given time; but there Is no time 
limit hera The members eat leisure- 
ly, for enjoyment, and than whan all 
have finished the meaaurer meaaares 
up the bones wblch aaeh man baa 
preserved by talmaeU at tha table. One 
lot after another aaeh man'a eel 
bones are stretched out on the table, 
with the sections set end to end and 
snuKly toi^ether, and then the meas- 
uie of the string is taken. 

On this occ.isloii all tlie in"n had 
eaten more th.in their U-ngth of eels 
with one exception. This member, 
who stands Ave feet ten inches in 
height, had eaten of eels btit five 
feot nine. Probably he could easily 
have eaten a section or two more and 
so have exceeded the recognised 
standard limit it he had only taken 
the trouble to keep a little closer 
mental note of his stacl;ed up bones.

Judicious management, a knowledge 
of cattle and values, ami a natural Ilk 
ing for the work liavi' lesulled iti tne 
production of baby beef on a south- 
western Iowa farm at a profit of $20 
a liead (:)T several successive yi'ars 

We used grade beef-bred cows and 
good pure-brad Angus bulls as the 
foundation stock tor our oparatlona. 
Wa raducad tha eoat ot heaping the 
oows to a minlaium in ordar to in- 
eraaaa tha profits on the finished calt. 
The oows were fed on cheap, home- 
grown roughages, supplt niented in 
part by a Krain ration coiisl.stliiK larKe- 
ly of corn and cottotiiieed meal fed In 
moderati' iiuantitii'S duiliiK tho lost 
few weeks prior to calving and con- 
tinued until the grass became well 
grown in the spring. Care against 
feeding cottonseed meal in heavy 
quantities prior to calving lessened the 
danger ot abnormal calf birth. Feed- 
ing the oowa largely on such rooghaga 
as oat straw, eora fodder and clover 
bay during the winter months, and let- 
ting them remain on grass as much as 
possible during the year, reduced the 
cost of keeping them to $28 a year. 

We managed to Ikim- most of ih'' 
calves come In the spriiiK, from March 
I.-l to .March l.'ifli. and. utider our ."ys 
teui of managing the cows, they caniu 
strong and vigorous. Keeping the cow 
in good physical tone prior to calving 
by taadtng a ration strong In ash and 
protein content so as to stimulate the 
milk flow gave tha ealt a strong start 
la life, and also kept the cow la such 
condition as to tide her over tha in- 
clement spring weather, which Is the 
hardest drain upon her. Through a 
careful inanageinent of the bull we 
iiucce.'ded In havi'iK the calves come 
within a nliorl pr nod of each other 
llij was never allow •■(! to run with the 
cows during the da.\ .\ k"'uI blue- 
grass pasture was provided for him 
and a grain ration consisting of oats, 
bran and cottonseed meal was given 
during the heavy breading saaaon. 

The calves were allowed to run on 
the pasture with their mothers a/ter 
the grass had become well started In 
the spring and until the flies had bo- 
come bn<l .ui'! Ih'' ;:r.iss no longer fur- 
^^shed nr; aliim<lan< « of preen feed 
1'lie bull calves wert' then castnted 
and the entire lot were put In a well 
♦rown bluf iirass pnstxire. This was 
provided with ample i.haile .im! avail- 
able fresh water, b.it they were allow- 
ed to nurse momlngs and evenings 
.4 grain ration oonslstlng of oat3, bran 
aad a small amooat ot shelled corn 
was dtstrlbutad in troughs convenient 
:y placed in the pasture. As the 
calves became older the grain ration 
was gradually inereased. Little trou 
Me was experienced in getting them 
to eat again, and they were soon eat- 
iTig about three-fourths of a pound of 
mixed grain per hu'idriMl pouiicl?< of 
live weight To tills ration was .idded 
a small amount of cottoiiK-d iin.il 
later In the fall. We found that such 
a ration gave the most desirable gains. 

When the second crop of (;Iover In 
tha bayflalds arrived In the tall tha 
calves were chaaged to it from the 
blu»trass pasture. After they had be- 
eoma aecustomed to the new teed the 
weaning was started, the cow being 
returned occapioiially ao that she 
would gradually dry up In good con 
dltlon. The calves were allowed to 
graze ujxin the clover until late f.all 
In early winter th. v wire glvi-n win- 
ter quarters. A well-drained lot, slop- 
ing to the east and south and pro 
vided with an open shed and good wa- 
ter, furnished excellent conditions for 
winter feeding. The shed floor was 
kept well drained aad haddad down 
once a week: tba water waa warmed 
during freezing weather, a very tm- 
porUnt matter, and roughagea ware 
supplied In generous amouata. 

Hy the first of January our calvas 
weighed from 660 to 700 pounds and 
were in thrifty, growthy condition, 
though not fat. They had retained, 
however, the natural calf fat which is 
■o necessary In malting the best (jual 
Ity of baby beef nt a profit. Tho ^raln 
ration was Increased and cottonseed 
menl was substituted tor the oats 
making a grain ratloa ot two-thirds

The com fodder, usually shredded, 
was ted ia the early winter together 
with clover bay. and later in the 
spring oat straw waa given laataad o 
the com fodder. 

The following summer the calvei 
were given a good blue-grass pasture 
and In addition a liberal grain ration. 
The ration was not '-hann<'d In compo- 
sition from that -^r'^vjimsly fed Wh«>n 
the Riass was in the flush of growth 
the f,-raln ration was somewhat dfr 
creased. During the entire grass sea 
son personal attention was given tc 
the feeding so that the calves would 
not ba ovartad. It overfed tha coal 
is not only increased hut tha ataan 
get out of condition and traquantly 
will not gain so well afterward. 

They were ripe and well finished 
beeves by September first and weigh- 
ed from 1,200 to 1,2S5 pounds, » de- 
sirable weight for such youngsters. 
They commanded the top price for 
such light finished beeves. In com- 
puting the cost for our productions we 
found that each calf had eaten from 
"7 to 30 bushels of corn, valued at 
$|R.20; S bushels of oaU at |2.40; cot- 
ton seed meal. tT-BO; grass, |10; hay 
and fodder. tlO. which, together with 
the cost of keeping the cow and the 
Interest, made a total cost tor prodnc- 
ion of about |75. Our young stock 
varied In price from $6.75 to $9 a 
hundredweight, making an average of 
$7..^n, which Kave US a cash valu(> of 
about $9'' a h. ad Thl-o left a total 
of over $20 clear profit, char;<lnK our 
work SKnlnut the manure produced and 
the satisfaction of seeing tho grains 
snd roughagea marketed at homo and 
the land appreciably increased In fer- 
tility and condition.

Systematic Plan of Examininfl 
Calves Needed to Bring Herd 
Improvement.

Many dairymen make a practice of 
raising every heifer calf and fall to get 
results. Then they select the heifer 
calve« from the best producing eows 
and get nearer to what they waat, bat 
still, there are many latarlor oowa 
raised by them. 

It i,- not until we begin to earefnlly 
examine every heifer calf that we can 
conduct any systematic plan of ln>- 
provliiK the quality of the dairy herds, 
for. unlesH the caJveH are good iudi, 
viduals and have sltamlna and Btroiig,

One day Mlllward and hla men, hacking their

Iluliiod idluuin.s lay about, 
and great slabs of granito fmnio of tlioin weigh- 
ing many tons, were scattered In irregular hoapu. 
The wav«>rlng lines of broken alabs and rolunina 
which In placoB showed through the foliage Indl- 
cnted the general outline of streets In the 
decoration and carving of there slabs there waa 
every mark of an art which, although In its form 
widely at varlanco with that of the Bgyptlana. 
is perhapa aa old. Thero wore Indleatlona. too. 
of a culture aa anelent 

At the time of tho oenqueat of the Mayan, In • 
warfare whioh began about 1B40 and eontlnuad 
for yoan. a dty called Tlhoo, on whoae alte the 
Spulah Merida la now located. Is aupposed to 
hav« been the capital of the empire The old 
Spanish chroniclers relate that the palaces and 
pyramids of the Maya city wfro no ancient that 
from the mounda built by the earlleat Inhabttanta 



thorn grow treos a thou» 
sand yeara old. In Maya 
times each of the artifi- 
cial mounds or pyraiulda 
waa crowned by a tem- 
ple. The massive stone 
blocks employed In the 
conotruction of tbeae 
were uaed by the Spaniah 
conquiatadorea In the 
erection of their own 
homea. Merida. in fact, 
got its name frcmi the old 
Spanish city which waa 
long known aa thr •'Rome 
of Spain " Its unique re- 
idlca In Iho new world 
was so filled with inatMilfl- 
cent Indian teiii|)los and 
palaces that tho dazzled 
Hpanlarda likened It to 
the old world city. 

When Palenque, in the 
neighboring department 
of Chiapas, was discover- 
ed by a party of Spanish 
travelers in ITIO the ex- 
Istonco of a May.i empire 
was iiuUnown. There had 
never been nnv mention 
of Its exlstenco In tho 
reports of the Spaniah In- 
vaders, and there was no 
tradition even that it had 
over been. Palenque ia 
thought to have been 
abandoned aa early aa the 
twelfth century, and to 
day it is not known by what name It waa 



thla 
called. 

If the feat of Mlllward In his two yearo of 
flglitiny the untrodden lungb'S .ind waates of 
J'o'en had ylo!<led nothing: more than the knowl- 
edge of till so old stone cities It wcmlil h.Tve been 
of prlceieas valuo, according to archaeologists, 
in making possible a study of Maya history and 
culture. So. far they are almost aa much a mys- 
, tery aa they were two hundred years ago. The 
elaborate carvings and petroglypha which mark 
the buried temples and palacea are undecipher- 
able, and what little history of the movementa 
of the Mayaa and their anoeatorti, their life and 
art, baa sur\lv. 1 1: inen only in the form of 
lottends kojtt alive ii> i iiscure Maya tribes. 

Mr. Mlllwards explorations hpvo established 
the fart that the confines of the M.iya empire ex- 
ti'tiili d far Fduth of the b. Ir of towns and cities 
whose ruins dot the noriborn coast toward the 
Ray of Campeche, 

In the course of Ills oxploratlona Mlllward 
came upon more than throe hurdred groupa of 
ruins, which mark the alte of what were once 
villagea and towna of from 1.500 to in.OOO popula- 
tion each. The latter have all the cbaraeterla- 
tlea of great ccntera of a* highly developed life. 
Aa in the famoua Palenque, many of the ruina In 
thla hitherto undlacovered land which Mlllward 
penetrated are notable In their dimensions, deco- 
rations and suggestions of the high degree of 
rivlllzatlon which cre.ited them r.ut as ever, 
owing to the superstition of tho Mayaa In his 
party, ho w.is unable to fftvo them mora than 
scant attention, 

Fi r four months Mlllward and hla men tolled 
through foreata whoae rlchneaa he declares la not 
even suspected by people familiar with adjoining

\ K-hlch BO many of tbeae people come, 
I And then, when you have added to 
I (hat a fair amount of means, with 
■which to make a start, tho land which 
Is only waiting for the skill of the 
husbandman will quickly respond. 
I lUit there Is tho am.iller farmer, the 
mnn who hag not made sult'.cli nt la 
four or live years, that he might com- 
fortably rotlro if ho f( It like it. There 
are many of them in all the three 
Provinces. It la not the less to hla 
credit that be has earned hla home- 
atead by the three yeara realdence. 
Ihat ho la free from debt, and haa a 
reaeonable bank account He, too. 
came to the country handicapped by 
debta. and with very little means. He 
la contented, has a good home, land 
free of encumbrance, aomo stock, and 
' with good prospects. one of tb 
writes: "I formerly llvo<I near Pay- 
ton, Ohio, on u rented ^farm, had as 
good a chance aa the average renter, 
but after ten years of bard work, satis- 
fied myself that If I ever expected to 
aecure a home, I would have to under- 
take aometblng elae.
